ASHEVILLE. N. C. (UP). A 
deputy sheriff took a blood stained 
revolver and a mashed bullet to 
New York Monday to complete, 
•with the aid of metropolitan po- 
lice scientists, the evidence on 
which authorities next 
Monday 


will seek an indictment of Martin 
Moore, a gigantic young Negro, 
for the murder of Helen Cleven- 
ger, 19 year old New York uni- 
versity student. 


Miss Clevenger was shot and 
clubbed to death with a gun butt 
in her room in the Battery Park 
hotel the night of July 16. Moore, 
a hotel hall boy, confessed the 
slaying Sunday to Sheriff L. E. 
Brown and two New York City 
detectives. 
A gun loaded with cartridges of 
the type that killed Miss Cleven- 
ger—the gun taken to New York 
Monday—was found under ttie 
porch of his home. 
District Solicitor Zeb B. Nettles 
announced that he would ask a 
grand jury convening next Mon- 
day to indict Moore. 
"We'll try him within the week 
and have this murder cleaned up 
in less than five weeks after it 
occurred," he said. 
Another Negro employe of the 
Battery park hotel. Banks Taylor, 
a pantry boy, provided th« clue 
that caused 
Moore to confess. 
Prior to that Sheriff Brown and

MOTIVE IN SUIT STILL 


AN ISSUE OF DEFENSE 


Charge in Insurance Trial 


That Main Aim to Remove 


Matthews. 


Further attempts to Show that 
the first suit 
brought 
against 
Jack Matthews, president of the 
Cosmopolitan Old Line Life Insur- 
ance company, 
was 
brought to 
oust Matthews and not for the 
purpose of receiving $70,000 for 
policyholders, was made by the 
defense 
in the 
suit 
of 
Harold 
Whaley against Matthews and the 
company in the trial in District 
Judge Shepherd's court Monday, 
when Stewart Lickleiter. 
former 
agent was put on the stand. 
The 
defense 
also put W. H. 
Raschke, 
policyholder and inter- 


venor in the suit on the stand and 
read from a deposition taken from 
Emma Wiltse, one of the plaintiffs, 
in an effort 
to show that they 


were induced to enter the suit by 
Harold Holloway and some other 
agents of the club. 


Lickleiter, now an agent for the 
Northwestern National Life Insur- 
ance company, testified to a meet- 
ing at the home of Carl Jewell, 
former employe of the company, 
and to hearing Holloway and 
Jewell say that if Matthews re- 
signed the suit would be dropped. 
On cross examination Bernard 
Gradwohl for the plaintiffs ques- 
tioned Lickleiter whether he had 
not also heard Holloway say that 
the purpose of the first suit was to 
obtain return of $70,000 alleged 
overpaid to policyholders, to get a 
receivership for the company and 
remove the board of directors 
which it was claimed was under 
domination of Jack Matthews. He 
had heard him make similar state- 
ments. 
Raschke, a brakeman, 136 No. 


19, was subpoenaed by the defense. 
He testified that Holloway had ob- 
tained his policy several days ago,

Raschke said he signed the as- 
signment giving Holloway power 
to sue and said he wanted to re-

He said he obtained information 


about the suit from the Nebraska 
Beacon, weekly newspaper, which 
the defense has shown was deliv- 
ered to policyholders containing 
articles about the suit. He said he 
signed a proxy for Holloway to 
vote his policy interest after he 
had read such articles. 
He also 
had been told about the suit by 
Holloway 
and 
had 
never seen 
Gradwohl until Monday morning. 


BOY, 13, IS SHOT 


AFTER A "BOTTLE 
RAID" ON GARAGE 


Leland Ferryman Suffers a 


Flesh Wound; Companion 


Is Unhurt. 


Leland Ferryman, 13, of 530 So. 
50th, was shot and wounded about 
5:30 a. m. Monday by James 
Casey, 940 So. 48th, when, accord- 
ing to police, he failed to stop 
on Casey's command after taking 
a quantity of empty beer bottles 
from the latter's garage. 
The 
boy's condition, however, is not 
considered serious. 


According to the story given 


police, the Ferryman boy stayed 
all night at the home of a friend, 
Daniel Dennehy, 12, of 430 So. 
50th. The two got up about 5 a. m. 
to search the neighborhood for 
beer bottles and their hunt took 
them into the Casey garage. 


Leland went into the garage 
and tossed out the bottles while 
the Dennehy boy stood near the 
door and put them Into a gunny 
sack. He, however, became nerv- 
ous and started moving' toward 
the fence which surrounded the 
Casey residence. 
Mr. Casey appeared at the door 
of the house, carrying a .22 caliber 
rifle, and shouted at the boys. 
Ferryman ran out of the garage 
and they both leaped the fence. 
Casey ordered them to stop and 
fired the gun six times. The last 
shot apparently hit the Ferryman 
boy when he was about 200 feet 
from the house for they dropped 
the sack of bottles there. 


Casey called police who con- 
ducted a search of the neighbor- 
hood, but about ten minutes later 
the Dennehy boy's father called 
headquarters, saying the lads had 
returned there. Officers proceeded 
to the Dennehy home and took 
the Ferryman boy to Bryan Me- 
morial hospital. 
Dr. E. T. Hobbs attended Leland 
there and said the bullet entered 
on the right side of the back, 
traveled under the skin, came out 
about two inches from the point 
of entry and lodged in the right 
arm just below the armpit. 
Casey reported at police head- 
quarters and then was questioned 
by 
Deputy

Attorney 


Young, who said Casey told him 
that he had missed things before 
from the garage and was attracted 
by the noise the boys made and 
went to the door. He said he could 
not see plainly as he did not have 
his glasses on and fired the gun 
mainly to scare the boys. Young 
said he probably would make no 
further investigation.

receive a certificate of registration

rolls and an increase of $14,141,293 
in the assessed valuation of cars 
and trucks. The average assessed 
value of the vehicles jumped from 
$82.98 to $108.64. 
The increase 


was an important factor in the 
total increase of $30,000,000 is as- 
sessed valuation of all property in 
the state. 


The number of vehicles listed for 


taxation increased from 229,571 to

"Automobiles are now assessed 


on a fairer basis than any other 
class of property," said State Tax 
Commissioner Smith.

vehicles must now be paid by the

He need 
not pay taxes on other classes of 
property he may own to obtain car 
registration. 
The cars are then 


listed for valuation on the basis 
of the schedule adopted by county 
assessors applying to all classes of 
cars.

Issuance of a taxicab permit to 


Roy Hunt, 2208 R st, who desires 
to join the Checker Cab company 
group, was resisted before the rail- 
way commission Monday by repre- 
sentatives of the Yellow Cab com- 
pany, who insisted that there is 
no need for additional service. 
Between 26 and 28 cabs now oper- 
ate in Lincoln. 


W. C. Richter, secretary of the 


Checker company, said that it is 
not an incorporation; that eight 
men who were the original own- 
ers control its operations; that 
each driver owns his own car and 
pays $5 a week for office service, 
in addition to the cost of his own 
insurance, and that if there is any 
surplus the eight divide it, because 
they had built up the business. 
Mr. Richter said that he had been 
engaged in this type of service for 
33 years, being one of the Ensign 
hack drivers when it was in busi- 
ness. The eight owners pay the 
expenses of maintaining an office, 
with a girl in charge. If anybody 
else wants in he is voted on, a 
two-thirds vote being necessary. 
The name is a copyrighted one, 
there being no national cab com- 
pany of that name, and this pro- 
tects the owners from use in the 
city by an outsider while it per- 
mits them to go into other cities 
in the state 
where there are 


Checker companies. 


•Mr. 
Richter said that business 


was much better this summer than 
last year, many persons riding 
only two or three blocks to avoid 
the heat, and that one or two more 
cabs are needed 
Railroad busi- 


ness, he said, had fallen off, de- 
spite increase in passengers car- 
ried, but this was because pas- 
senger increase is in long hauls. 
He says the company has 13 cabs 
now, and each driver works as 
long as he pleases, usually 12 hours 
a day, with some working 16.

LABOR LEAGUE SEEKS 


RE-ELECTION OF F.D.R. 


WASHINGTON. UP) 
Asserting 


that accomplishment of its first 
objective—"re-election of Franklin 
D 
Roosevelt"—would not com- 


plete its task, George L. Berry 
suggested 
Monday that labor's 


non-partisan league would have a 
part in a "new political alignment" 
in 1940. 
Addressing the league's first na- 


tional convention, Berry, its presi- 
dent, said: 


"Our first plank has an objec- 


tive for 1936. It is simplicity m 
itself—the re-election of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt to the presi- 
dency of the United States. 


"The second plank has to do 
with a more permanent proposi- 
tion but not a more certain propo- 
sition. 
We're p r o p o s i n g that 
labor's non-partisan league shall 
become a permanent proposition." 


Reiterating that Mr. Roosevelt's 


re-election would not complete the 
league's work. Be-ry added: 


"The second plank contemplates 


that we shall walk with him and 
support him in his second admin- 
istration 


"We propose to march with him 


until 1940. And then we propose 
to continue to march for piogres- 
sive and liberal policies in the 
United States " 


John L Lewis, president of the 


United Mine Workers, and Sidne.% 
Hillman. president of the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers, sat 
b> 


his side as Beiry talked to rep- 
resentatives of 25 state league or- 
ganizations. 


Before the convention was ovei 


Berry said, every state in the union 
would be lepiesented.

With the 
drouth heating to fever pitch com- 
modity market 
concern in crop 


prospects, agriculture department 
officials hastened 
to 
caulk any 


possible leaks on their official es- 
timates Monday of this season's 
crops. When in split second action 
Monday 
afternoon 
the 
depart- 


ment's crop reporting board an- 
nounces the indicated crop produc- 
tion based on conditions as of Aug. 
1, the public will learn how much 
these government experts believe 
the drouth has influenced crops in 
the last month. Whatever figures 
they report will compare with the 
following estimates as of July 1: 
Corn, 2,244,834.000 bushels; 
all 
wheat, 638,399,000; winter wheat, 
512,085,000; 
spring wheat, 126,- 
314,000. 
Advance information on crop 
conditions could yield a fortune on 
speculative markets. The govern- 
ment's crop reporting machinery 
has been designed so "everybody 
gets the information at the same 
time," said A. R. Tuttle, secretary 
of the board. 


The crop reports, In addition to 
commodity market value, serve as 
a guide to bankers on loans, rail- 
roads on cars needed and manu- 
facturers and merchants generally. 
Not even Secretary Wallace, who 
signs the crop forecast before it 


( 


is made public, knows in advance 
what figures it will contain. Once 
.he enters the room to sign the re- 
port, he is behind locked doors un- 
til the material has reached the 
public thru newspapers. 


Prison Method* Employed. 


A combination of military and 
prison methods are used to keep 
the figures secret until the instant 
of their public release. More than 
85,000 farmers who serve as vol- 
untary reporters are the ground- 
work for crop estimates and sur- 
veys. They send their reports to 
state representatives of the crop 
reporting board. 


These are summarized and for- 


warded to Washington. In major 
producing states the state infor- 
mation is placed in a special en- 
velope and the postoffice here

shut, window shades have been 
locked down, and all telephones 
disconnected. Once inside this sec- 
tion no one can leave until the 
report has been computed, signed 
by the secretary and released to 
the press. Between 80 and 100 
clerks and officials are locked in 
the section from morning until the 
report is public, usually at 3 p. m.

years old. Steffens won fame at 
the beginning of the century as 
one of the leading writers in what 
came to be known as the "muck- 
rakine school. This type of writ- 
ing searched out alleged corrup- 
tion in public affairs and other 
fields and published their exposes, 
often stirring nationwide sensa- 
tions. 


The term "muck rake," an allu- 


sion to the "man with the muck 
rake" in Bunyan'a Pilgrim's Prog- 
ress, was first applied by Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt in a de- 
precating sense, but it later came 
into general use, being used also 
by admirers of the writers. Roose- 
velt, in a speech in 1906, called 
for a halt on what he termed vili- 
fication and attacks on character. 
In the controversy which followed 
the term "muckraking school'' be- 
came a widely known phrase.

"world economic review" for 1935 
the department said that "the gov- 
ernment deficit springs from the 
root of unemployment, which is 
still the major problem confront- 
ing the country." 
"Most of the recent increase in 


the public debt has resulted from 
emergency expenditures which will 
be reduced as the need dimin- 
ishes," the report said. "At this 
date the evidences of need are 
still manifest." 
Saying the public debt "has con- 


tinued to mount rapidly, notwith- 
standing the substantial 
increase 


in the national revenues," the re- 
port added: "Future business pros- 
pects are in a degree conditioned 
upon the possibility of bringing 
expenditures more in line with 
receipts and thus eliminating, par- 
tially at least, the uncertainties 
prevailing in connection with fu- 
ture taxation and other budgetary 
problems." 


Debt Double That of 1930. 


Estimating the gross federal 
debt at $30,557,000,000 at the end 
of 1935, the report said this was 
7.5 percent, above the total 
for 


1934 and about double that for 
1930. 
It added that "the gross 
debt of state and local govern- 
ments, however, has changed but 
little during the past three years."

It may not be possible to go on 


avoiding crises 
which threaten 


Europe's peace until the situation 
becomes stabilized. But, appar- 
ently, one more crisis has been 
sidestepped to the relief of the 
entire world.

The legal 
situation is further 


complicated by the diametrically 
opposite claims of the irrigation- 
ists and the 
Tri-County 
group. 


The former say that reservoirs at 
Keystone and on Plurn creek and 
the diversion canal at the junction 
of the North and South Platte 
will make the Platte a dry stream 
from North Platte 
to 
Kearney, 


more than a hundred miles, and 
lower the water table. Tri-County 
answers that it already is a dry 
stream with lowered water tables, 
and that the reservoirs will re- 
create the river into a constantly 
flowing stream and in time the 
water tables will fill up again. 
Irrigationists reply that seepage 
and evaporation will make this 
impossible. And the court must 
decide eventually which is right. 


The county commissioners have 


been able to reduce the popula- 
tion at the county farm consid- 
erably since the old age assistance 
fund has been provided. Aged per- 
sons who made their home at the 
farm for the most part, obtained 
assistance and left. In a few in- 
stances inmates who 
had 
been 


there for many years, preferred 
to remain and were permitted to 
do so but do not draw the old 
age assistance. The county farm 
was badly overcrowded. The ex- 
odus has solved a problem for the 
board.

watered during drouth years, like 
the last three.

Burning tongue is a complaint 


which 
suggests, 
as a 
possible 


cause, one of the following- condi- 
tions: First, in women past 35, 
hypochromic anemia. Second, any 
and all cases where the diet has 
been 
much manipulated 
or re- 


stricted for one reason or another, 
hypovitaminosis, that is, a pro- 
longed insufficiency of vitamins. 
Third, in patients who have had 
considerable dentistry done by dif- 
ferent dentors at different times, 
a galvanic battery in the mouth, 
produced by 
the action of 
the 


saliva upon two dissmilar metalic 
dentures. 


There are several other occas- 


sional causes of such a complaint, 
which we shall not mention here, 
this being still a health column. 


Where the tongue is deeply fur- 


rowed or fissured, often a good 
deal of relief is given by careful, 
regular cleaning of the 
fissures 


with a little warm solution of so- 
dium 
perborate — teaspoonful 
in 


half glassful of water. 


Where the 
trouble 
with the 


tongue is due to shortage of vita- 
mins the appearance and atrophic 
condition of the tongue are strik- 
ingly like the characteristic tongue 
of hypochromic anemia. 
Perhaps we should first men- 


tion the character and appearance 
of the normal tongue. By the way, 
when you have finished examining1 
your tongue don't forget to take 
it in again before you go way. 
Some people 
are 
quite careless 


about this. 


A normal tongue has a V-shaped 


row of large papillae toward the 
back of its upper surface, and 
numerous small papillae covering 
most of the surface of the tongue. 
These papillae give the 
healthy 


tongue a rough feeling. If the 
tongue is very smooth, that is 
rather a sign of faulty nurtrition 
of impaired health. In hypochro- 
mic anemia, 
for instance, 
it is 


smooth, red and shiny. In hypovi- 
taminosis it may be actually atro- 
phied, or smaller than a normal 
tong-iie, and 
pointed instead 
of 


broad and blunt at the tip. 


A healthy tongue has a slight 


whitish or yellowish coat as a rule. 
especially over the back part. In 
color it should look like the lips, 
but not rodder. 


The normal 
tongue does 
not 


show indentations from 
contact 


with the teeth, but does have an 
irregular or 
jagged fissure 
or 


crack down the middle, perhaps 
with branches extending- out to- 
ward the edges. 


So if you fail to find your tongue 


pretty well covered with papillae, 
that is, small pimple-like promi- 
nences which give it a velvety or 
tufted appearance, you had better 
consult a 
physician about 
your 


general health and nutrition. 


In reference to galvanic sore 


mouth or burning tongue com- 
plaint, there are not rarely obsti- 
nate sores or ulcers on the gums, 
inside the cheek or on the tongue, 
which are treated as "Vincent's 
angina" (trench 
mouth) or 
as 


leukoplakia (smoker's patches) to 
no avail or with constant recur- 
rence, until the inferior metallic 
denture is taken out of the mouth 
and kept out. After all, it is false 
economy to have any other ma- 
terial than 
porcelain and 
gold 


used for inlay, fillings, bridges, 
crowns and the like.

Simple Counting1. 


On man}' hands, good defense re 


solves itself down to so simple a 
matter as counting up to nine or ten. 
By this, I refer to the fact that, in 
these cases, all a defen^T need do 
Is to count the tricks he can plainly 
see declarer will make against a cer- 
tain line of defense. If that number 
will be fatal from the defenders' 
point of view, the defense must be 
aimed at another chance, no matter 
how remote! Todav s hand is a very 
simple example of how to count

Leftists said 13 Spanish communi- 
ties dominated by rebels had .been 
captured. 
But in the south, where insur- 
gents are massing, reinforced by 
Spanish Moroccan troops, the fas- 
cists occupied the hills surround- 
ing the community of Badajoz in 
an attempt to "mop up" on the 
march toward Madrid. 


Gen. 
Miguel Cabanellas, presi- 
dent of the insurgent junta at 
Burgos, which announced the drive 
on Badajoz, promulgated a decree 
calling to the "colors" Spanish re- 
servists of the classes of 1933, 1934 
and 1935 to support the insurrec- 
tion. 
The lifting of limitation on with- 
drawals from private bank ac- 
counts in the north central area 
of Spain by the rebels was inter- 
preted by sympathizers with the 
fascist movement as meaning that 
Burgos had overcome its financial 
difficulties.

Text of Roosevelt Letter 


WASHINGTON. (AP>. The text 
of President 
Roosevelt's letter 
to 
George L. Berry, president of labor's 
non-partisan league, read at the 
league's first national convention 
Thursday, follows: 


My Dear Maj. Berry: 
It gives me real pleasure to ex- 
tend a word of greeting thru you 
to labor's non-partisan league upon 
the occasion of the meeting of its 
state chairmen in Washington. 


I am certain that you and your 
associates are coming to Washing- 
ton to join in a thoro consideration 
of the vital issues of the time and 
to consider how best to co-operate 
in the great task of cromoting na- 
tional progress and of enlarging the 
sphere of human 
rights thru de- 
mocracy o; opportunity. 


It is fully realized by all of us 
that you are gathering to support a 
political cause, but that merely 
makes it more certain that you are 
determined to enlarge the scope of 
of human welfare in our nation. 
I should like to have you know 
that I am sincerely proud that you 
are gathering in "support of my 
candidacy. This could not be the 
case if you did not know, out of 
the experience of the 
past three 
years, that the present administra- 
tion has endeavored to promote the 
ideal of justice for the great masses 
of America's wage earners and to 
make that ideal & reality. 
We all know that 
our country 
has 
been going 
thru 
profound 
changes and that these changes 
have necessitated special reconsid- 
eration of the problems of the wage 
earners and the farmers. Automatic 
machinery, the device of corporate 
ownership and management, the 
monumental accumulations of cap- 
ital—these are some of the factors 
that have made it necessary for our 
country and its government to look 


at men and measures from a new 
point of view, seeking new means 
for the restoration of equality of 
opportunity. 
During the past three years we 
have endeavored to correct thru 
legislation certain of the 
evils in 
our economic system. We have 
sought to put a stop to certain eco- 
nomic practices which did not pro- 
mote th« general welfare. 


Some Laws Held Invalid. 


Some of the laws which were en- 
acted were declared invalid by the 
supreme court. It is a notable fact 
that it was not the wage earners 
who cheered when those laws were 
declared invalid. I greet you in the 
faith that future history will show. 
as p*ut history has so repeatedly 
and so effectively shown, that a re- 
turn to reactionary practices is 
ever short-lived. Having tasted the 
benefits of liberation, men 
and 
women do not 
for long forego 
those benefits. 
I have implicit faith that we shall 
find our way to progress thru law. 
Your support is a priceless contri- 
bution toward continued faith in 
that outcome. 
What is of vast importance at 
this critical time is the fact that 
we have a common heritage of 
principle and that we are bound, 
with millions of our 
fellow Amer- 
icans, in a common determination 
to preserve human freedom and en- 
large its sphere and to prevent for 
ever a return to that 
despotism 
which comes from unlicensed power 
to control and manipulate the re- 
sources of our nation, and 
the 
destiny of human lives. 
In extending to all who attend 
your meeting my hearty felicita- 
tions I am heartened by the con- 
viction that we are all working for 
the same ideal—the restoration and 
preservation of human liberty and 
human rights.

his investigators seemingly had 
made no progress toward a solu- 
tion, altho at various times they 
had arrested and released six per- 
sons, including Moore. 


Odd Type Gun Reported. 


Taylor told the sheriff Thurs- 
day, after keeping quiet three 
weeks in fear of becoming in- 
volved, that Moore owned "an old 
Spanish pistol." Ballistics experts 
already had determined that the 
gun that killed Miss Clevenger 
was one of a caliber not manufac- 
tured in the United States so 
Brown questioned Moore again. 
Two New York detectives came 
here Friday to help him. One was 
John Quinn, who a few months 
ago was credited with a major 
part in finding the slayer of Mrs. 
Nancy 
Evans 
Titterton, 
short 
story writer, who was murdered 
in her New York apartment. The 
other was Sergt. Thomas Martin 
of the New York homicide squad. 
The sheriff, Quinn and Martin 
went together to Moore's home. 
"What did you do with the pistol 


you killed the girl with?" Brown 
abruptly demanded. 
Moore trembled visibly, the of- 
ficers said. He attempted no eva- 
sion about the gun, but tried to lay 
the slaying upon another Negro 
hotel worker. 


"The gun's under that porch 
there," Moore said, pointing at a 
corner of his three room, tumbling 
down house. 
"But I didn't kill 
her. 
I didn't know nothin' about 
it. Roddy killed her." 


Then he asserted, in a seizure of 
fright that the policeman said 
made him almost unintelligible, 
that he had loaned the gun before 
Miss Clevenger was slain to L. D. 
Roddy, a Battery Park hotel bell 
boy. Roddy returned it, he said, 
after the killing. 
The 
policemen 
arranged 
a 
unique inquisition to break his 
story. 


They Fought It Out. 


In a room at police headquar- 
ters they concealed a dictaphone. 
Then they put Moore, Roddy and 
Taylor into the room together and 
ostensibly left them alone. 
"You boys talk this over and 
decide who's lying," Sheriff Brown 
told them. "I'll be back in 30 
minutes." 
Immediately he slammed the 
door, he, Quinn and Sergt. Martin 
seated themselves before the dic- 
taphone amplifier and listened. 
Roddy had been told that Moore 
accused him of having had the 
gun the night Miss Clevenger was 
slain. 
H* and Taylor went to 
work on Moore together. 
The 
policemen refused to reveal de- 
tails of what was said, except that 
Taylor said to Moore: 
"There's no use you bein* a 
damn' fool and lyin' about this 
thing any longer. 
The sheriff'll 


find out you didn't loan your gun 
to Roddy." 
"They got so mad they were al- 
most ready to fight when I opened 
the 
door again," Brown 
said. 
"Moore was washed up. 'I'll talk,' 
he said right away." 


Denle* Criminal Assault. 


He dictated a confession to a 
stenographer, then went to Miss 
Clevenger's room and re-enacted 
the crime for photographers. 
"I was after money," he said. 
"I went to 224 (Miss Cleven- 
ger's room) and it was unlocked. 
I opened the door and went in. 


She was on the bed. The bed light 
waa on. 
••'What do you want?' she 
asked me. 
" 'I thought this room was un- 
occupied/ I told her. 
" 'If you don't leave I'll call the 
office.' she told me. She got up 
and started toward the lioor. When 
she got about 18 inches from me 
she saw the pistol. She screamed. 
I immediately shot her. 


"She sank on the floor on her 


knees and I hit her in the face 
with the pistol butt. I then went 
to the bed and unscrewed the bulb 
in the 
b<>d light. 
She screamed 
again. I hit her in the face again. 
"She fell over backwards, with 
her legs doubled under her. just 
like she was found. I hit her two 
or three more times in the face 
and then ran out. 
"I did not attack her." 
A medical examiner previously 
had expressed 
belief 
that Miss 
Clevenger was criminally attacked 
but the sheriff said Monday that 
he believed she was not.

"I was all bloody," Moore said.

Stoller and Glickinan Had 


Both Beaten Draper 


in Time Trials. 


BERLIN.. (.!>'. American Olympic 


officials spent a worrisome day 
Sunday as a result of some ad- 
verse comment over the dropping 
of two Jewish sprinters from the 
400 meter relay team as well as 
the latest reverberations 
in the 


celebrated case involving Eleanor 
Holm Jarrett. 


Sam Stoller of Cincinnati, who 


with 
Marty 
Glickman of 
New 


York, lost his place on the relay 
team just before the trials Satur- 
day, told the Associated press the 
episode had so disturbed him that 
he intends to hang up his spikes 
and quit track altogether despite 
the fact that he has another year 
at the University of Michigan. 


"I dislike very much to criti- 


cize Olympic leaders for whom I 
have the highest respect," Stoller 
said, "but I do not think I ^was 
treated fairly. 


"I had my heart set on making 
this Olympic team for a year and 
it was a shock to get the bad 
news after 
being assured until 


Saturday morning that I was cer- 
tain to compete. I won my last 
time trial, did everything they 
asked of me and felt I was in the 
best possible shape to give a good 
account of myself. 
"I don't think there was even 


the slightest question of prejudice 
involved but it seems that things 
were drawn pretty fine when the 
coaches 
decided 
changes 
were 


needed to insure victory. 


"Glickman as well as myself 


practiced 
faithfully with Frank 


Wykoff and Foy Draper and felt 
we were certain to win regardless 
of the opposition." 


Glickman had charged Saturday 


that "politics" had caused the re- 
lay shakeup, intimating that Dean 
Cromwell, 
one of the 
staff of 


coaches, was 
"looking out for 


Southern Californians." Foy and 
Wykoff, who ran on the team 
with Jesse Owens and Ralph Met- 
calfe, are former pupils of Crom- 


well at the University of South- 
ern California. 


The aftermath of discussion in 


the American section of the Olym- 
pic village centered around Met- 
calfe as well as Draper who had 
been beaten by both Stoller and 
Glickman in time trials last week. 


It seems Metcalfe wanted to run 


the anchor leg. already assigned 
to Wykoff. This development did 
nothing to ease the feeling which 
marked the session at which the 
selections were announced Satur- 
day. 


The team as it ran equalled the 


world record of 40 seconds flat 
in the trials and then cracked it 
with a 39.8 performance in win- 
ning the title Sunday. 
The 
"Jarrett 
case" 
formally 


was placed in A. A. U. records 
and discussed at length by Avery 
Brundage, president of the A. A. 
U. as well as of the American 
Olympic 
committee, 
and 
other 


leaders at a special meeting of 
officials Sunday morning at the 
Olympic village. 


Brundage 
Saturday 
had 
in- 


structed the International Swim- 
mining federation that Mrs. Jar- 
rett, disbarred 
from the Amer- 


ican Olympic team for drinking, 
was not eligible for competition 
in European amateur swimming 
events. On what grounds she had 
been ruled ineligible he did not 
say. 


Brundage 
filed 
documentary 


matter in connection with the case 
and read a number of letters and 
cables received from the United 
States commenting favorably as 
well as unfavorably upon the of- 
ficial 
action 
which resulted 
in 


Mrs. Jarrett's ouster from the 
team. 


One official said "there were 


more messages upholding the A. 
O. C. action than the reverse but 
there were indications that there 
will be echoes in this case for 
some time." 


There was 
no discussion of 


Brundage's action in notifying the 
swimming federation that 
Mrs. 


Jarrett could not compete in ama- 
teur events while abroad.

Bullet gets his name added to the 
official records seven times inas- 
much as his 220-yard dash and 
hurdles mark both are recognized 
as new standards for 200-meter 
distances. 


All told, 16 of the records ap- 


proved were contributed by Ameii- 
cans. The most impressive list ever 
added to the books compiised 20 
marks which wiped out previous 
standards as well as seven record 
equalling exploits. 


The entire world record list was 


brought thoroly up to date by ap- 
proval of all outstanding marks 
achieved in the United States this 
year as well as five Olympic per- 
formances. 


Thus Bill. Carr's 46 2 seconds for 


400 meters, which had been con- 
sidered indelible when made in the 
1932 
Olympic games, was displaced 


by Archie Williams 46.1 made at 
Chicago June 19. 


Lash Record Approved. 


Don Lash's two miles in 8:58.4 


made at Princeton June 13 wiped 
out one of Paavo Nurmi's famous 
marks. 


Americans thereby obtained pos- 


session of all world foot racing 
records on a yardage basis from 
100 yards thru two miles for the 
first time, but the "metric mile" 
marks passed from Bill Bonthron's 
possession thru the formal listing 
of Jack Lovelock's Olympic time 
of 3:47.8. 


Forrest Towns, Georgia's great 


timber-topper who now is gener- 
ally recognized as the greatest 
high hurdler of all time, obtained 
outright possession 
of all 
the 


records for his specialty when two 
of his five 14.1 seconds perfor- 
mances this year were recognized. 
These were set at Chicago June 19 
and in the Olympic semi-finals. 
Both were listed as records for 120 
yards as well as for 100 meters, 
displacing the standards set up by 
Percy Beard, 
another 
southern 


product. 


Other Americans entering the 


record hall of fame were the luck- 
less George Varoff of San Fran- 
cisco, who cleared 14 feet, 6'o 
inches in the pole vault in the 
American c h a m p i o n s h i p s at 
Princeton and then failed to make 
the Olympic team: Cornelius John- 
son and Dave Albritton, who tied 
in the high jump at 6 feet 9-% 
inches in the final American try- 
out, and Glenn Mori is. Fort Collins 
Colo., automobile 
salesman, who 


set a new decathlon record of 7.POO 
points :n 
winning the 
Olympic 


title.

as a member of the record break- 
ing 400 meter quartet along'with 
Ralph Metcalfe.

New Deal Waste and Spend- 


ing Sours Borderline 


Voters.

Twenty years ago I started 
across the continent in the Wilson- ; 
Hughes campaign and made a sur- j 
vey of political sentiment in west-1 
ern New York. Erie county re- i 
fleeted the then prevailing trend 
toward the republican nominee, | 
and it was not until I crossed the 
Mississippi that 1 began to find a 
dominant feeling for Wilson. 
j 
Today, as I discussed with well t 
Informed sources on both sides of 
the presidential race the prevalent' 
undercurrents of political opinion, 
I found again a strong tide in 
favor of the republican ticket. Gov. | 
Landon would appear to be less j 
sure of carrying the city, but, as' 
for Erie county, he seems well in ! 
the lead. 
I 


•Local conditions, of course, have 


much to do with this. Thus, the 
democrats have a factional fight 
and a good deal of political handi- 
cap in the recent mistakes of the 
democratic mayor. Public resent- 
ment against the mayor's group 
is such that it will hurt the na- 
tional democratic ticket. 


The trend began to be noticed 
In 
November, 1935, when 
the 


county went republican by 50,000, 
while, just a year before, Gov. Leh- 
man carried the county for the 
democratic ticket by about 25,000. 
This is quite a reversal in a single 
year and it has stimulated the re- 
publican organization to preserve 
that same tide for Gov. Landon 
this year. 
This is one of the places where 


the new republican party is more 
than a hope—it is a reality. Edwin 
F. Jaeckle, the county chairman, 
was one of the first to declare for 
Gov. 
Landon, notwithstanding the 
hesitant attitude of the down east 
bosses. And as a reward, Mr. 
Jaeckle has the honor of welcom- 
ing Gov. Landon here later this 
month in his first speech in the 
east. 
Father Coughlin has been here 


In behalf of the Lemke ticket, and, 
while he has a substantial follow- 
ing, the impression gained in many 
quarters not hitherto friendly to 
Representative Mead, democrat, is 
that the attack by the eminent 
radio priest actually made votes 
for Mr. Mead because of the ex- 
treme nature of the verbal assault. 


Incidentally, there is very little 
in common between the Town- 
sendites and the Lemke ticket and 
it is beginning to look as if a

merger of the two elements is not 
as simple as it haa been reported. 


But whatever the final lineup 


of these third party groups, it 
seems clear that they will take 
away more votes here from the 
Roos«velt ticket than from Lan- 
don. 


As for Issues being discussed, I 


find on almost every sid* an em- 
phasis on new deal spending, to- 
gether 
with the growing 
belief 
that much of it. especially in the 
WPA. was waste or political pap. 
The democrats realize they are on 
the defensive and are endeavoring 
to point to some of the worth- 
while WPA projects as evidence of 
the fact that the people have got 
something for their money, 


What is impressive here Is the 
attitude of the small business men. 
They recall with some degree of 
bitterness their experiences with 
the NRA. They talk of present im- 
provement in terms of future trib- 
ute to the tax collector. There is 
a deep seated feeling that, while 
business profits are better, the 
government is going to take a 
much larger slice of these profits 
thru the new tax bill, and hence 
the merchants aren't looking back- 
ward over their shoulders at what 
has happened, but at what is com- 
ing.The business elements, large and 
small, are almost unanimous in 
their opposition to the new deal. 
While the rank and file of the 
voters do not express any such 
depth of feeling one way or the 
other, still it is significant that 
questions are being asked as to 
the why and the wherefore of so 
much business opposition to Mr. 
Roosevelt. Curiosity on the subject 
has been aroused and it has made 
August a much more political 
month than any August that I 
have ever observed in the last six 
presidential 
campaigns. 
I have had occasion to interview 


persons sympathetic with the new 
deal, persons who have absolute 
faith in Mr. Roosevelt and who be- 
lieve that, whatever his mistakes, 
he should be forgiven because he 
at least "tried to do something." 
Their principal point is that the 
voters will cast a gratitude vote. 
It is clear that much of the 
labor vote here has always been 
democratic, so the pro-labor issues 
arfc not sufficient to give Mr. 
Roosevelt the edge. As for party 
lines, they seem to be about as 
they have always been hereabouts, 
with the single exception that the 
word "democrat" has received a 
black eye because of the charges 
against the city hall democrats, 
who appear to have earned the 
castigation not only of the Roose- 
velt spokesmen in the democratic 
party here, but at national head- 
quarters, too. Anyway, the demo- 
cratic leadership, encouraged by 
Chairman Farley, has nominated 
a county ticket that is expected 
to bolster up the national cause. 
Gov. Lehman seems stronger in 
this section than Mr. Roosevelt 
and will run ahead of the presi- 
dent. 
Western New York looks 
just as it did in 191fe when the 
republican national ticket carried 
Erie county by a substantial ma- 
jority.

MANY REQUESTS com* to me 
asking for information about head 
noises. 
This is not to be won- 


dered at, because this symptom i* 
one of the most common afflic- 
tions of middle age. It may occur 
in younger individuals who hav« 
had some infection or other dis- 
turbances of the ear. 


Head noises, "tinnitus", as it is 


spoken of medically, is always a 
distressing symptom. 
This noise 
is described in various ways by 
different sufferers. Some describe 
it as a continuous rumbling noise. 
Others compare it to the ringing 
of bells, the rushing of a stream, 
the rolling of the ocean, to a mu- 
sical note, the hissing of a steam 
kettle or the chirp of a cricket. 
' Sometimes the noise is so pro- 
nounced and persistent as to pre- 
vent sleep and rest. It may be 
mild in its nature and disappear 
within a short time. I have seen 
victims of this symptom become so 
upset by the noise as actually to 
appear on the verge of mental dis- 
turbance. 


Old Superstition 


The ancients believed that head 


noises were caused by evil spirits 
located withjn the skull. Not many 
centuries ago our forefathers be- 
lieved in this superstition. They 
advised surgical and other meth- 
ods of control that today are con- 
sidered ussiest, and unscientific. 


Sometimes tinnitus can be traced 


to some deformity, irritation or 
inflammation within the inner ear. 
Enlarged or diseased tonsils is an- 
other possible caus«. Dried or im- 
pacted ear wax, polyps, tumors and 
foreign bodies in the canal of the 
ear are other causes of head 
noises. 


At times the disturbance can be 


traced to some constitutional dis- 
order. High blood pressure, hard- 
ening of the blood vessels, auto- 
intoxication, faulty diet and inade- 
quate hours of rest and sleep are 
contributing factors. 


Relief can only be obtained when 


causative factors are 
corrected. 


This requires a complete physical 
examination and careful inspection 
of the nose, throat and ears. Avoid 
the use of home remedies and 
never rely upon suggestions for 
treatment made 
meaning friend.
